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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 

I. Claims 1-1 1 and 28, drawn to a collapsible stand, classified in class 248, 
subclass 150. 

II. Claims 12 and 13, 14, 18-27, drawn to a bench top power tool assembly 
with a specific collapsible stand configuration, classified in class 83, 
subclass 477.2. 

III. Claims 12 and 15-17, drawn to a bench top power tool assembly with a 
collapsible stand storage configuration, classified in class 144. 

2. Claim 12 links inventions II and III (it is noted that claim 12 has been shown 
above as being included with Groups II and III for clarity only). The restriction 
requirement of the linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking 
claim(s), claim 12. Upon the allowance of the linking claim(s), the restriction 
requirement as to the linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending 
from or otherwise including all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be 
entitled to examination in the instant application. Applicant(s) are advised that if any 
such claim(s) depending from or including all the limitations of the allowable linking 
claim(s) is/are presented in a continuation or divisional application, the claims of the 
continuation or divisional application may be subject to provisional statutory and/or 
nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. 
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Where a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no 
longer applicable.

Combination-Subcombination 

4. Inventions II and III are related to invention I as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the 
subcombination of the collapsible stand does not have to be used with the combination 
of a bench top power tool or a table saw. The subcombination has separate utility such 
as an understructure support for furniture such as a planar tabletop or a chair, a bag, or 
a display. 

Subcombinations Useable Together 

5. Inventions II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, the invention of Group I has 
separate utility such as without the specific storage configurations (e.g., the strap) of 
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Group II. Conversely, the invention of Group II has separate utility such as without the 
specific collapsible stand configuration of Group I (e.g., the strap and nest can be used 
to store various types of items including various types of stand configurations). See 
MPEP § 806.05(d).

6. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
